URGES REPRESSION
OF STREET CLAMOR

Philadelphia's Record for
Unnecessary Noise Draw-
back to City, Says Civic

Committee's Chairman.

Philadelphin  har more unneccssary
nolkes than any other city, according to
Mra. Imogen Oakley, chalrman of the
Civie Club's Committee on Nolse,

The racket In this city. she afMirms, is
of a character which impalra heaith and
decrensen the efciency of the people by
disturbing thelr peace and rest; espocially
in the poorer districts, There is a erying
nerd of municipal leginlation to prevent
useless nolses (n Philadelphin, according
to Mra, Oakley.

“Philadelphin is far behind nearly every
Important city In its Inws 1o suppress
unnecessary nolyes,” she sald today.
“Eixcepting our quiet zones near hospli-
tals and commaon schools, we have done
nothing to suppress the nofses Incldental
to the Aat-wheeled troliey. the clanging
ndveriising bell, the shrill yell of the
street peddler and the discordant stralns
of untuned Instruments playing ragtime
off piteh.

"“Industrial conditions are making It nec-

essary for constantly Increasing numbers
of persona to do thelr work at night.
Not long ago I was asked by some resli-
dents of the sluma to help them to quiet |
thelr nelghborhood. They complained |
that they wers bothered by unnecessary

nolpes from 4 p. m. to midnight.

"It In Interesting 1o note that the com-
plaints against the nolses do not come |
from realdential districts where the com-
plalnts might he one to nervousness and
hysteria, but from the poor. who muast
have qulet to rest.

"The street organ, apparently, is the
maost objectionable of the noltss, Asser-
tion (s made that the organ exiats to pro-
vide amusoment for children, It seems to
me the children could do much better |
eared for on playgrounds provided by the
city than dancing to the tune of hurdy-
gurdles. 1 am wsure children In elties,
where the sireel organ s prohiblted by
Inw, are as happy as children here.'

Mry, Opkley sald there In a common law
agilnat nulsance which ean be evaled In
extreme cases, but only at an expendl-
ture of time and money impossible for
the poor. Her alm is to obtain the en-
actment hera of an ordinance for pre-
ventino of umeless nolses similar to those
In 8L Louis, New York, Washington, Bos-
ton, Buffalo, Norristawn, Detrolt and
Cleveland. Thus will the parrot, the dog
or the talking machine, ag weall as the
bells and whistles used for sdvertising
purposes, be stilled and the volee of the
street vender be no more.  The automatle
piane ls likewise placed under the ban of
usclens nolwes.

“Medieal authorities are well agreed,™
continued Mrs. Oakley, “that noise s a
contributing cause In many discases and
retards convalescence In every disenne,
Doctor HBlake, of Roston, (he greatest
aurist In the country, sayvs when we rid
ourselves of so much nolse the percentage
of ear trouble will drep. The ear must
have n certaln amonnt of rest that It can-
not get with so much unnecessary nolse,**

There is no sense of our belng disturbed
at avery hour of the day by the nerve-
racing shouts of "lee!” and "Hirawber-
ries!" according to Mre, Oakley, and the |
city should tuke steps to end the nut-
nance.

1t s sald that the great
delay and congestion experienoced last
vear will entirely be done away with,
To facllitate handling it was announced
that extra motor trucks would be used
to take the mall from one distriet posi-
office directly 1o another. Heretofore the
mill has been brought to the central sta-
tion from a subatation and Crom thera
delivered to nnother. This caused a tre-
mendous congestion at the central sta-
tlon. In drder to do away with this plans
were formulated to transport elty mall
directly from the statlon of malling to
that of dellvery.

Alterntiona in the postoffice bullding at
Ninth and Market streets are also con-
templated which will add to the efMelency
for handling the rush of mall. Additional
floor space I8 planned, The platform for
londing the trucks and wagons In the
rear of the hullding also will be enlarged.

The lant few days more than a hundred
additional carrlers and clerks have been
taken on, The approaching season neces-
minted this as well as the steady ine
crease of the business of the postoffice In
nll its branches.

STOCKHOLDERS WISH

Insurance Policyholders Will
Be Notified Officially To-
day That Plan Is Under

Consideration.

Thousands of Philadelphians, pollcy«
holders in the Metropolitan Life Insur-
ance Company, will be offcially notifled
today that the company Is to be mu-
tualized, ahould the stockholders approve
the plan.

At present the company Is a stock com-
pany, oparating under a special charter.
The policles ars, In the main, non-par-
ticipating. The capital s 32,000,000, which
Is divided into 0,000 shares of 32 each,
The dividends to the sharcholders are
limited to T per cent. per annum.

The mutualization will go Into effect
January 1, {f approved. Baventy-five dol-
lars per share s the price proposed for
the stock. Among the advantgaes to be
derived by the policyholders from the
adoption of the plan, the company points
out:
